8u1»mU  the  following'  iMcmorial  niul  stufoineiil  of  fhclr  clirmis 
vpon  lie  Unite<l  Stales;  ami  for  facts  :ui(l  coiis'uloiatloiis  in 
iii|>j[)()it  «)f  Mich  claims,  res|)octriillv  dcclaic  : — 

Th-A  iu  «lie  vc-ur  184<5,  ami  for  many  years  previous  thereto,  tlie 
P«get  Sound  AiiTicuUural  Company  were,  ami  since  have  lieen,  enjiajied 
iu  tlic  business  of  agriculture  ami  farming,  and  of  t)reeding  and  raising 
liv«  stoclv ;  and  for  the  ])urposes  an<l  in  the  course  of  carrying  on  their 
«*icl  business,  tliey  ae(|uired  and  beeanie  i)ossessed  as  owners  thereof, 
^»cforc  the  said  time,  of  certain  farms  and  extensive  tracts  of  land  iu  the 
Territory  Iving  on  the  North  West  coast  of  America,  to  the  South  of  the 
4!)tlk  pariUlel  of  Nortli  latitude  and  North  of  the  Columbia  River. 

That  upon  portions  of  tlieir  said  lands  there  were  erected  and  made 
Viythenj,  buildings,  enclosures  ,ind  other  improvements  of  great  cost  and 
value;  and  the  Company  also  owned  and  possessed,  and  pastured  and 
/ed  upon  the  said  lands,  their  said  live  stock,  consisting  of  large  and  val- 
uable herds  of  cattle  and  horses,  and  flocks  of  sheep;  from  the  sale  ami 
disposal  of  which,  and  of  the  other  productions  of  their  said  farm>  and 
land,  they  received  great  annual  returns  and  profit 

That  by  Article  iX,  of  the  Treaty  concluded  between  the  United 
States  of  America  and  Great  Britain,  under  date  of  the  loth  day  of 
June,  18-iG,  it  was  provided,  that  the  farms,  lands,  and  other  property  of 
every  description  belonging  U)  the  I'uget  Sound  Agricultural  Company, 
on  the  North  side  of  tlic  Columbia  River,  should  be  confirmed  to  the 
Baid  Company;  but  that  in  case  the  situation  of  those  farms  ami  lands 
should  bo  considered  by  the  United  States  to  bo  of  public  and  political 
importance,  and  the  United  States'  CTovernment  should  signify  a  desire 
to  obtain  possession  of  the  whole,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  the  i)ropertv  <n 
required  should  be  transferred  to  the  said  (lovernment,  at  a  proper  v,ii- 
uation,  to  bo  agreed  upon  between  the  parties. 

That  the  aovernment  of  the  United  States  has  not,  at  any  time, 
f'ignified  to  tl;e  Company  a  desire  that  any  of  the  said  property  should 
be  transferred  to  the  said  Government,  at  a  valuation  as  ]n-ovided  hy 
the  Treaty,  nor  has  any  transfer  thereof  been  made  ;  hut  the  Company 
have,  ever  since,  continued  to  be  the  rightful  owners  of  the  said  lands, 
farms  and  other  property,  and  entitled  to  the  free  and  undi^fturbed  pos- 
session and  enjoyment  thereof.

f>(»*>'rnment  of  the  Unit(>d  States,  the  Company  were  depi-i\iMl  of  the 
Wmi*  liud  onjiiynn-nt  of  ;t  large  [)ortion  of  their  lands,  tarms,  and  other 
pr+rperty,  andof  th(>  rents,  fruits,  and  pi'otlts  thereof;  their  ])astura-e

ami  wholly  lost  to  them;  and  their  entire  fmsiness  iiroken  u[(  or  ren- 
dered itnprotita'Ole.

It  may  be  adtled,  as  indicative  of  tlie  value  of  tlieii-  propiTlv.  and 
in  some  degree,  of  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  injuries  to  whii-ii  the 
Comiiany  were  exposed,  that  v  ile  they  were  thus  >ullering  from  a'j-::res. 
*ioiis,  and  were  disturbed  in  their  jiossession,  as  above  stateil,a  portion 
of  their  lands  Mas  assessed,  for  the  pnrpose  of  taxation,  at  ;i  \,ilne  <.f 
IfKlT.OOO;  ami  they  were  compelled  to  pay  taxes  tln'reupon,  from  ye.ar 
t*)  ye,'ir,  and  have  aetually  paid,  ibr  such  taxes,  the  sum  of  $14,")' id.
